BUSINESS TAKES 
UPWARD TREND 


A moderate increase in busi- 
ness activity was recorded in 
the Twelfth District during 
July, following four months of | 
decline. Wider distribution of 
goods at wholesale and retail 
has been accompanied by ris- 
ing commodity prices, and 
more recently productive in- 
dustry has increased in re- 
sponse to strengthening de- 
mand and price advanees. Bank 
eredit has continued plentiful, 
dnd interest rates relatively 
low. 

Reflecting recent trends of 
business in the district, this 
bank’s index of bank debits 
(corrected for seasonal varia- 
tion, year to year growth. and 
price changes) advanced 6.5 
per cent during July, and was 









| 








again slightly above normal 
(100) in that month. During 


June the index had fallen be- 
low normal for the first time 
since November, 1922. The 
value of trade at retail during 
July, as reported by repre- 
sentative department stores in 
the larger cities, was the same 
as during July a year ago, 
and, if allowance be made for 


seasonal factors, was larger; 
than in the previous two} 
months of the present year. 


. . . | 
This improvement was quickly 


reflected in inereased purchases 
from wholesalers, indicating | 
light stocks of goods on re- 
tailers’ shelves. In general, 
however, trade at wholesale 
may still be termed inactive, 
although not displaying the 
abnormal dullness noted dur- | 
ing May and June. 
Accompanying the increasing 
willingness of consumers and 
retailers to buy in more nor- 
mal amounts, commodity prices 
at wholesale have moved up- 
ward, reversing a downward 
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trend which has continued | 
since last February. Private 
weekly indexes of wholesale 


prices advanced steadily dur- 
ing July, preceding the up- 
ward movement of the United 
States Bureau of Labor’s 
monthly index of the general 
ae price level (404 com- 
modities), which stood at 147 
for July compared with 145 
for June (1913 prices—100). 
Of particular importance to 
this distriet were increases in 
prices of grains, wool, non- 
ferrous metals and lumber. 

The improvement in business 
conditions was not generally 
reflected in July figures of 
industrial production, but evi- 
dence, mostly non-statistical, 
down to August 20th indicates 
that production schedules were 
increased during the latter part 
of July and the early part of 
August. A significent increase 
in the number and value of 
building “permits issued in 20 
principal cities was reported 
‘during July as compared with 
June, and while the July fig- 
ures were still below the high 
levels of a year ago the per 
eentage of decline were small- 
er than in any month since 
April. In the lumber industry 
shipments increased in com- 
parison with production, while 
new orders increased in com- 
parison with both shipments 
and~ production. Stocks of 
lumber held by mills accord- 
ingly declined and their un- 
filled orders increased. Rela- 
tive stability in production of 
important minerals, petroleum, 
and flour was reported. 


Deposits continued to in- 
crease in the banks of the 
district during July and. in 
the absence of increased com- 
mer¢ial borrowing, were large- 
ly diverted into investment 
channels. During the five 
weeks ending August 13th de- 
mand deposits at reporting 
member banks in_ principal 
cities increased by $34,000,000 
or 4.7 per cent, commercial 
loans declined by $6,000,000 or 
0.7 per cent, and investments 
increased by $9,000,000 or 2.5 
per cent. Total earning assets 
of the Reserve Bank increased 
during this period but solely 
as the result of further pur- 
chases of United States gov- 
ernment securities. Total dis- 
counts of the Reserve. Bank, 
at $19,000,000 on August 13, 
1924, were at the lowest point 
since April, 1917. On August 
21, 1924, the Federal Reserve 
Bank of San Francisco lower- 
ed its rediscount rate on all 
classes of paper from 4 to 314 
per cent. The 4 per cent rate 
had been in effect since June 
10, 1924, it having superseded 
the 444 per cent rate announ- 
ced March 21, 1923.

The physical or bodily phase of fatigue, says Dr. Evans, 
is caused by accumulation of lactic acid in the muscles. 

This chemical is what makes stiffness felt after the exer- 
cise of untrained muscles. 

Use of trained muscles is not followed by stiffness, be- 
cause the trained muscle has better circulation of the blood 
through it. This brings more oxygen to the museles, and the 
lactic acid is removed by oxidation. That is to say, the lactic 
acid combines with the oxygen and is carried away, the same 
as iron combines with the oxygen of air and. produces rust. 

You’ve had the experience of doing work you’re not ac- 
eustomed to—such as rowing a boat or chopping wood on 
vacation. Next day your muscles are filled with lactic acid 
and feel stiff. Keep up the hard work and soon your muscles 
are not stiff and aching the next day. Your blood has gotten 
in the habit of circulating through the muscles, formerly dor- 
mant or not used, and the lactic aeid is oxidized and 
eliminated. 

So, if a physical task seems hard, all that’s needed to make 
it easy is to keep at it—‘‘develop unused muscles.”’

The main cause of fatigue is a state of mind, Dr. Evans 
claims._ By ‘‘state of mind’’ he apparently means monotony 
or lack of interest. 

Lack of interest gives us a tired feeling even before we 
start a disagreeable or uninviting task. If we grit our teeth 
and plunge into it, we find that the mental weariness ° van- 
ishes. Interest awakens. Desire to finish—the urge to ac- 
eomplish victory—spurs us on. 

Unfortunately, monotony is the leading cause of fatigue. 
Mother gets weary of cooking food and washing dishes. It 
isn’t so much the actual work of the thing, for more laborious 
tasks tire her less. It’s the eternal sameness and unending 
repetition that worry her. The monotony is cheerfully for- 
gotten when father remembers that she’s a girl at heart— 
his old-time sweetheart, enjoying shows or dances as much 
as ever. 

Monotonous work usually is in a monotonous environment. 

No one is ever as tired as he thinks he is. .

ESPITE war’s setback of scientific progress, as applied 

to the useful arts and needs of peace times, civilization 

seems still to be moving onward with surprising velo- 

city. Our grandfathers lived in a day when whatever 
research and discovery was going on seemed to net little that 
could be applied to everyday uses. Those who have looked 
into the matter are of the opinion that the slow movement 
of progress a generation ago was due principally to the ab- 
sence of the urge which comes from-a great necessity. 

The soil of the United States as it existed 50 years ago 
was rich from the deposits of recently eut forests. Lumber 
was cheap and plentiful, water supply abundant and un- 
contaminated, there were hundreds, of thousands of square 
miles of free range for cattle and -livestock while inland 
streams and the woods were alive with edible fish and game. 
Food and shelter for man and beast were easily supplied, and 
the thousand other wants, as we know them today, did not 
exist. 

Nothing lasts forever, not even the natural resources of a 
country as great as this, and a quarter of a century ago sub- 
stitutes began to be sought out. Soil began to lose its great 
surplus of native fertility and chemists set to work to deter- 
mine he missing ingredients and students began to search out 
sources from which the deficiency could be supplied. Some 
began to see that lumber was mounting in price’ and that 
forests, unprotected, would not last forever. The result was 
that substitutes for wood were sought and means devised for 
granting a longer life to the timber going ‘Into construction. 
Brick began to be used more extensively for construction, 
and slate supplanted shingles on the roof.

Quality Baby Chicks Is 
Plan of the Farm Bureau 





By Geo. W. Masterton, 

Since time began in poultry 
activities the common com- 
plaint has been that buyers of 
breeding stock, hatching eggs 
and baby chicks, cannot or do 
not always get what they think 
they are going to receive’ or 
what they believe themselves 
entitled to. Quite a large per- 
centage ot the purchasers of 
chicks are people who 
starting into the commercial 


;poultry business “or who have 


not had many years’ experi- 
ence at raising and handling 
hens. 


After repeated conversations 


| With a number of chick buyers, 


I find that the first considera- 


‘tion in the purchase of chicks 


is the orginal cost, and too 
many people handicap the net 
profits from their laying hens 
by the lack of proper caution 
in the placing of the baby 
chick order. In the past it has 
been the practice of the buyer 
of chicks to go shopping and 
get the cheapest chick offered. 

Hatcheries have had to ad- 


‘just their business to meet the 


demand and produce what the 


| public insisted upon—a cheap 
i chick. 


The continual cutting in 
price of chicks allowed room 
for the development of a class 
of business which furnished a 
questionable chick and left 
very little inducement for the 
development of better chicks 
on a large scale. 

This condition caused a num- 
ber of progressive poultrymen 
to juin their efforts in educa- 
ting the economical chick buy- 
er along the lines of higher 
quality. As a result, the farm 
bureaus of the seven southern 
counties of the state have, 
through their poultry depart- 
ments, developed a system for 
accrediting baby chicks, and 
have a project working wher-

‘The rules and regulations o! 
the farm bureau accredited 
hatcheries and breeders pro- 
ject of the seven southern 
counties require among other 
things that all eggs set must 
weigh no less than 23 ounces 
per dozen and be of good 
shape and color. This means 
a great deal to the future per- 
formance of the pullets raised 
'from the chicks you buy. A 
pullet is apt to produce an 
egg similar to the ones laid 
by her mother. The difference 
in market value between large 
and small eggs is quite an 
item and the loss the poultry 
man takes on a flock of layers 
of small eggs is frequently 
quite heavy. |

GRIMEINCREASING' 


Startling figures compiled by 
Clarence Morrill, superintendent 
‘of the State Bureau of Identifica- 
tion, disclosing the increase in 
certain types of crime in Cali- 
fornia during the past year have 
been brought to San Bernardino 
by Deputy Sheriff O. W. Bottorff, 
who returned this week from the 
annual convention of finger print 
and identification experts. 


In but few instances did crime 
show a decrease in California dur- 
ing the past year. Murder, vag- 
rancy and abandonment showed 
decreases, but all other types of 
crime increased at an alarming 
rate. The increase of 600 per 
cent in bank robberies was the 
most outstanding increase. The 
cost of crime in California during 
the past year was $50,000,000. The 
loss to’ citizens in the _ state 
through fraudulent check operat- 
ors was ($5,000,000.

Johnson Says He Has Proof 


‘““T understand that Attorney ! 


Hilton denied he had ordered 
the dodgers on which his name 
appeared and which were cir- 
culated throughout Ontario as 
an eleventh how'r political 
move.. I have positive proof 
that Attorney Hilton ordered 
the handbills from D..D. Me- 
Donald, an Ontario publisher. 


“Tt has-also been brought 


to my attention that Judge 
Olney was in Ontario a few 
hours. before the handbills 
bearing his name were circu- 
lated. These dodgers did not 
bear the printer’s mark. Judge 
Olney knows, or should know, 
that the Califernia election 
laws require the name of the 
printer on political advertise- 
ments circulated as handbills.”’
